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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "plurality of zones" 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5, 13, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kanda et al. 

The body of this rejection is incorporated herein from paragraph 3 of the office action 
mailed 12/7/04. It is noted that the limitations of claim 18 (now cancelled) have been 
incorporated in claim 17. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 6, 7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kanda et al. in view of Hassan et al. 

The body of this rejection is incorporated herein from paragraph 6 of the office action 
mailed 12/7/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8-12 are allowed. 
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7. Claims 15-16 and 20-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant indicates that although Kanda et al. teaches to use of a data 
table, which stores values for retraction voltages and time intervals, these values 
corresponding to a head location not a zone as set forth by the claims. Although the 
terms used between the claim and the reference are different, examiner deems a head 
location (cylinder) as taught by Kanda et al. to be equivalent to a zone as set forth in the 
claims. There is no language in the claims that defines a zone. As broadly as set forth, 
a zone can be interpreted as meaning a single track. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US006765746B2 (having the same assignee as Kanda et al.) 
teaches that it is well know to have retraction values stored for different zones (plurality 
of tracks) of a disk.
